This letter acknowledges receipt of your October 14, 2005 Freedom of Information Act 
request for any and all amnesty agreements entered into by the Antitrust Division from August 
1993 to the present. Your request was received on October 14, 2005 and assigned control 
number ATFY06-002. 

The records you seek are maintained outside of this Office and our staff has not yet been 
able to complete a search to determine whether there are records within the scope of your request. 
Accordingly, we will be unable to comply with the twenty working day time limit in this case, as 
well as the ten additional days provided by the statute.

Please be advised that we anticipate the fees for processing your request are likely to 
exceed $25 and, accordingly, ask you to provide in writing, your agreement to incur all fees 
associated with the processing of your request. Alternatively, you may designate a specific 
amount you are willing to incur for processing your request. 
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I regret the necessity of this delay, but I assure you that your request will be processed as 
soon as possible.
